EDITOR'S NOTE: This is the 
third of a series of four articles 
analyzing the major proposals 
which will appear on Califor- 
nia’s Novebmer ballot. 

The California State Fish and 
Game Commission, which recent- 
ly crashed into Page 1 headlines 
again—due to the disclosure that 


state patrol boats were being used. 


for pleasure junkets by members of 
the commission and their political 
friends—has been under fire at fre- 
quent intervals for years past. 

Sportsmen and commercial fish- 
ermen—and farmers, as well—have 
been dissatisfied with the commis- 
sion’s activities, and with the type 
of men appointed to its member- 
ship. 


Generally, it might be. said that, 


the commission has borne a bad 
reputation. 

Proposition No. 8 on the Novem- 
ber ballot, designed to inaugurate 
staggered terms, to make appoint- 
ments subject to confirmation by 
the State Senate and to prevent 
any Governor from controlling the 
commission, may help to improve 
the situation. But all the safeguards 
that can be thrown around the 
commission will not provide a sat- 
isfactory substitute for good ap- 
pointments. 

Speaker Gordon Garland of the 
Assembly, and Assemblyman Harri- 
son W. Call of Redwood City, who 
sign the argument in favor of No. 
8, declare: 

“This proposition will remove the 
Fish and Game Commissioners from 
political influence by: 1. Providing 
a non-salaried board of five com- 
missioners. 2. Appointment of com- 
missioners for staggered terms so 
that no one administration can do- 
minate the commission. 3. The gov- 
ernor’s appointments of commis- 
sioners are to be confirmed by the 
senate which will nullify poor ap- 
pointments.” 

The weakness in the proposal, of 
course, is that all five members of 
the first commission appointed un- 
der the new act would be named 
by the same governor. If the gover- 
nor could be induced to appoint 
only high-type, able men to the 
commission—or if the senate could 
be depended upon to refuse confir- 
mation of weak appointments—there 
would undoubtedly be a _ decided 
improvement in the commission un- 
der the new set-up. 

Proposition No. 12, authorizing the 
Legislature to appoint legislative 
investigating committees which will 
conduct inquiries between sessions, 
is a proposal of doubtful value. 

In fairness to the Legislature, it 
should be stated that the interim 
committees which investigated re- 
lief expenditures and questionable 
relief practices, rendered a very val- 
uable service to the taxpayers and 
to the state as a whole. But except 
for the relief investigations, most 
legislative committees, operating be- 
tween sessions, have accomplished 
little and cost much. 

The Voters’ Pamphlet, however, 
carries no official argument against 
the proposition. And Assembly Mel- 
vyn I. Cronin of San Francisco, ar- 
guing in favor of the proposal, pre- 
sents his case as follows: 

“A legislative body cannot legis- 
late wisely or effectively in the ab- 
sence of information respecting the 
conditions which the legislation is 
intended to affect or change. The 
acquisition of this information can 
be best attained by committees of 
the legislature operating not only 
during the regular session, but be- 
fore and after as well. 

“From time immemorial the Leg- 
islature has appointed fact-finding 
and study committee for the purpose 
of aiding that body in considering 
legislation. A recent court decision 
has held, however, that this prac- 
tice in our state is without consti- 
tutional authority. Hence, it now be- 
comes necessary, in order that pro- 
per legislative procedure may not 
be interrupted, to supply that au- 
thority by the adoption of this 
amendment.”

LONDON, (LP) “Exceedingly 
heavy explosions’ rocked the Ger- 
man invasion base at the big Dutch 
port of Flushing during British 
bombing attacks on many military 
targets, the air ministry reported to- 
day. 

German bombers slashed at the 
southern portion of England this 
morning as 5000 army engineers 
took charge of a big scale drive to 
clear up the debris of 38 days of 
incessant aerial attack on London. 


Nazi warplanes vainly sought to 
battle their way up the Thames 
Estuary, power dived in a bombing 
attack on an east coast town and 
sent Londoners to shelter during 
two daylight air alarms. 

But the army engineers, called 
from active service, and many 
thousands of unemployed were re- 
cruited into cleanup squadrons in 
defiance of the continued aerial at- 
tacks.

Ripley had written Engineer Car- 
roll inquiring as to the site at Lake 
Tahoe mentioned in recent news 
dispatches as a possible airport site 
and the letter from Mr. Carroll 
states that “to our knowledge, no 
site other than the original loca- 
tion near Meyers Station has been 
selected.”
